WASHINGTON — Canadian voters this 
week did more than oust un unpopular gov- 
ernment ond raise questions about the endur- 
' ing stability of their northern confederation. 

Tlicy also roiled the political waters in the 
United States. 

By stripping the Conservatives of all but 
two of the 1S3 seals they controlled in the 
29S-seat House of Commons, Canadians de- 
livered a stunning repudiation to a party that 
had held sway over Canadian politics for 
nearly nine ycars.nnd that negotiated both a 
Free Trade Agreement with the United 
Suites at the end of the last decade and ilic 
North American Free Trade Agreement at 
“He’Bcginntng of this one. ^ 

The election’s elTect south of the 49th par- 
allel goes beyond the installation of a virtu- 
ally unknown prime minister, the Liberal 
leader Jean Chretien, at the head of a nation 
that is Washington's greatest trade partner. It 
also adds q new measure of uncertainty to 
the fractious domestic debate over NAFTA, 
endangering a trade agreement (hat President 
Clinton- is struggling to win approval for in

an extremely skeptical Congress. 

Chretien and the Liberals take over Parlia- 
ment Hill uAcr five years of criticizing the 
Conservatives’ free-trade policies, including 
vagiic but unmistakable skepticism about ex- 
tending frcc-trndc policies to Mexico. 

“The election of a Liberal government in 
Conadu.“ said Peter B. Tcclcy, former U.S. 
ambassador to Ottawa, “is not helpful to 
NAFTA.” 

The Clinton administration is wagering 
that (he large cushion provided by the Liber- 
als’ 178 scats.' will. give Chretien adequate 
political security to resist the entreaties from 
Canadian labor groups that ordinarily hove a 
strongTroice wjthin the Liberal oiucus. 

But. perhaps more important, the repudia- 
tion of the Conservatives and Prime Minister 
Kim Campbell — who did not even win her 
own seat — is providing-an opening for 
American opponents to .the treaty. 

Just hours aAcf Canadian election ofliciuls 
completed the ballot counting. anti-NAFTA 
luwinakcrs seized on the defeat of the Con- 
servatives. 


‘‘The U.S. should u.sc this opportunity to 
address the basic flaws in NAFTA,” .said 
Rep. Sander Levin, D-Mich., a member of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, 
which has jurisdiction over trade matters. 

House Democratic Whip Dave Bonior of 
Michigan, who has broken with the White 
House and become a leader of the NAFTA 
opponents, declared at a press conference. 

“The people of Canada sent a clear and paw- • 
erful message yesterday: This NAFTA 
won’t work." He addcd: "Yesierday’s vote 
spells trouble for this NAFTA." 

Clinton sought to play down the cficct of 
the Canadian election on American domestic 
politics, saying he believed the Canadian 
outcome “will have no impoci at all" on his 
drive to win approval for NAFTA. The pres- 
ident. who spoke briefly with Chretien yes- 
terday., said. he saw *‘no rcas on_lo.reneKOliaie— 
the agreement.” 

Administration officials are prepared to 
argue that the trade agreement was not a ma- 
jor element of Canada’s 47-day campaign, 
which was dominated by employment and , 

govemmcnt-survicc issues along with ques- ' i APotxnc 

tions about the future of a united Canada. -

U. S. will store 
Belgian fuel rods

WASHINGTON — The Energy Department 
agreed Tuesday to accept wcapons-grade uranium 
fuel from a research reactor in Belgium. bypa.ssing 
formal environmental impact reviews, administra- 
tion ofTiciols said. 

An Energy Department official said the unusual 
action was token to prevent 144 used fuel rods of 
highly enriched uranium from being sent to Scot- 
land for reprocessing — and possibly ending up in 
(he wrong hands. 

There has been concern within the Clinton admin- 
istration tliot tons of bomb-grade uranium from Eu- 
ropean research reactors might be diverted to 
weapons use if reprocessed or kept in crowded Eu- 
ropean storage. 

The Clinton adminhstraiion disclosed last July that 
it would resume acChplancc of used nuclear fuel 
from European research reactors to case storage 
problems in Europe. Such shipments normally 
would require formal environmental impact reviews 
both for transportation ond disposal.

Reid said on the 
Senate floor Tuesday evening. 

But Republican opponents of the com? 
promiite warned that no one knows how the 
rangeland refomt proposals will alTeci re- 
gional economies out West. Idaho llepubli- 
cun Sen. Lurry Craig complained that 
lighter federal controls could mean local 
economic chaos. 

“If you control the wealth ol'Burlcy. Ida- 
ho. by controlling the access to the public 
lands that generates the resource base that 
Hows back down Main Street, you have 
created a phenomenal power shift." Craig 
said. 

This is the second lime in live days the 
Senate ha.s voted on halting debate on the 
Issue, Which cannot come up for a vole un- 
til the discussion ends. 

The filibuster is an age-old lactic avail- 
able only to .senators to block a bill from 
passing by talking non-stop on ilie Senate 
floor. Reid. needs 60 vote.s to derail the fili- 
buster.

The Justice Department filed its request with Jus- 
tice Sandro Day O’Connor., requesting a partial stay 
of a U.S. District judge’s order while the administra- 
tion appeals it. The aim is to limit the judge’s ruling 
lo'^uvy Petty Officer Keith Mcinhold, a. gay sailor 
discharged from die military in August l992 aficr he 
disclosed he was homosexual. 

The department contended in its application that 
U.S. -District Judge Terry _Hattcr Jr. “clearly erred 
with re.spcct to issues of great importance’’ when he 
ruled Sept. 30 the Pentagon could not deny enlist- 
ment or promotion, or change enlistment status or 
duty ossignincnl because of sexual orientation.

No one could imagine Gaboury 
was inside. Even when police 
searched the. home Friday, after a 
neighbor complained about it as a 
health hazard, they missed her badly 
decomposed .body in 6 feet of trash 
which police say Gaboury probably 
allowed to pile up iii her home be- 
fore she died. 

Authorities still suspicious re- 
turned Monday for another look and 
found the body. 

Police said they believe Gaboury 
died of natural causes four years 
ago. when her bank transactions 
ended. The state medical examiner’s 
office was investigating. 

A brother, Joseph Gabouty, 70, of 
Eost Brookfield,. said the family 
hadn’t been close since their mother 
died in 1979. But he said “Someone 
should have noticed something be- 
fore now.’l 

Gaboury apparently had worked at 
0 nursing home and had been living 
with a male companion until he died 
six yeors ago.

Senate kills jobless benefits extension 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate voted Tuesday to kill a 
Demoerutic attempt to provide extra unemployment benefits for 
Americans who have been out of work the longest. 

Ignoring suppopers' claims that I millibn jobless Americans would 
siitfer, senators voted 59*38 to keep the legislation alive — but fell 
one, vole short of the 60 they needed. The vote was on a procedural 
' motion brought by Republicans on-grounds that the bill would violate 
budget laws by driving up the federal deficit this year. 

Sen. Nancy Kassebaum, R-Kan., switched her vote from .supporting 
to opposing the benefits at the last moment. Voting to keep the legis- 
lation alive were 51 Democrats and eight Republicans; three 
Democrats and 35 Republicans voted to kill it.

15, 000 spcnt*fuel 
shipments from foreign nuclear reactors.

Schools, think of losing 
coach, keeping teacher 


One of the more impregnable notions of our 
society is that team sports keep young people 
out of trouble. It seems so logical. More time 
on the boskctbnil court, soccer field or hockey 
rink is less time on the nasty streets, right? 

How many times hove you seen or read 
sports stories like: "Willie Whirlwind’s talents 
saved him from crime, drugs and despair?” 
From basketball teams for immigrant settle- 
ment houses in the early 1900s to today’s 30 
hours of weekly football practices, the belief 
that sports discipline the young infects every- 
one from parents who hold children back a year 
to let their bodies mature for football to politi- 
cians who think the way to relate to inncr<ity 
boys is better done by shooting hoops than by 
_ leading them a book. 

Evidence is growing that sports ore not on 
automatic social enlightener. A recent Issue of 
the Journal of the American Medical Apocia- 
tion reported that some studies are finding that 
there ore no conclusive data to support the be- 
licfthat school sports discourage unhealthy be- 
havior. _ 

The University of Pitisburgli’s Epidemiology 
of Sports Injury Study found 43? students from 
the 7th to 9ili grade (12-16 ycare old) in a Pitts- 
burgh-orea community who said they had not 
smok'ed. drunk alcohol or carried a weapon in 
the previous 30 days. . 

1110 number was a stoiy in itself. It repre- 
sented only a third of the students in those 
grades. Nearly two-thirds of the students had 
already engaged in one of the three above un- 
healthy behaviors. 

"■ One year later, 9, 12 and 1 5. percent of the 
previously “clean” students had smoked, drunk 
or carried a weapon at least once in the last 30 
days. But while 7 p^ent of boys who did not 
play a team sport said they were now drinking, 

. 1 7 percent of boys who played oncer two 
sports teams and 23 percent of boys who 
played on three or more drank. 

The athletes most likely to drink alcohol 
were street hockey players (35 percent), soccer 
players (28 percent) and baseball players (25 
percent). Football players were more likely to 
cany weapons. Among girls, 27 percent of 
sqfibafiplay^ 22 percent of cheerleade rs

reported drinking. 

Deborah Aaron, a graduate student of the 
University ofPittsburgh School of Public . 
Health who presented her findings this summer 
to the American College of Sjwrts Medicine, 
said, “Wc have found no consistent evidence 
(among the previously clean students) that high 
levels of physical activity or aerobic fitness in 
adolescence were protective against the acqui- 
sition of adverse health behaviors." 

Lost year, researchers at UCLA School of 
Medicine found in a survey of 109 athletes and 
1 1 0 nonathletcs at the some college that ath- 
letes di^ more alcohol in one sitting, drove 
more while under the influence of dnigs or al- 
cohol, rode more with dmnk drivers, used scot 
belts less and had more sexual partners and 
more incidents of sexually cransmined diseases 
than nonathletes. 

This year, UCLA researchers compared 401 
college athletes to see which risky behaviors 
were statistically significant, by sport. Football, 
water polo and soccer players were more likely 
to engage in drinking and driving behaviors. 
Many soccct players did not wear motorcycle 
helmets. 

Dr. Aurelio Nattiv said the study was at “one 
university at one location” and the finding 
may not be generalizable.” But they should 
also give us caution about reflexively pushing 
the line that sports gives us disciplined citizens. 

Perhaps we have given sports such a high 
priority that many participants do not feel oc- 
counuible for their behavior, Was it an Occident 
that the scene Walt Disney filmed and then cut 
from its current movie "The Program” in- 
volved drunken football ploycrs who lie in the 
middle of o highway? 

Perhaps it is time to rethink what disciplines 
wc ne^ in the first place. Pcrhi^s when 
schools cut tbeirbudgets they will start think- 
ing about trimming o coach for the football 
team and instead keep the English teacher.

be seen and discussed before the decisions arc 
made, he said. 

Clow said that he has been "struggling’’ 
with the issue of the city's growth, especially 
as it has increased the city's daytime popula- 
tion of shoppers and workers from neighbor- 
ing towns. 

Growth has created a need for increased 
services, he said. 

Seeking a local option sales lax-from the 
Legislature may be the answer, he said. “Wc 
need to find some way to pay for these ser- 
vices,” he said. 

“Population growth hasn’t really scared , 
me,” he said. "If you've got a nice town, peo- 
ple are going to move here."

• If an agency generates its own waste, that 
department must pay for d^rosal of the waste. 

• If on agency is r^xmsible for picking up 
and disposing public waste, that department 

not have to pay dispos^ costs, 

'Hie two agencies in Twin Falls County that 
will Continue to bc'exempt fiom dunping fees 
the Twin Folb Humane Socie^ and the 
South Centra] Conununity'Action Agency. 


The hutnone soci^ only uses the landfill 
for the burial of animals, Hempleman said, 
and the SouA Cc<None>ial Community Ac- 
tion Agency, sui^rted mostly by grtmts, al- 
ready maintains its own contract with PSI- 
Waste Systems. 

But 19 city agencies, three countyragencies, 
seven sdiool disuicts, College of Southern 

Idaho Olid n state and federal agencies will 
begin paying for their own messes. 

Chafing these i^eocics for landfill use will 
pose a "hardship” because the fee changes 
came after the 1993-94 fiscal year started, 
Hempleman said

Nungester said if the 
city ruled the mobile home could be moved, there would 
be no challenge from the county or .state. 

Nungester reviewed several codes with council mem- 
-bets and said it was his opinion that the codes did not 
•present a probfcnrwttfrmoTJng the mobile home to the 
impact area. 


He .sald "ba.sed on all the issues, the mobile home 
should be moved to the site prepared on Carter Pack 
Road." 

A letter from the Allomcy General’s Office said that 
,lhc_dcfiniiion of»a mobile home could fit into cither a 
manufactured home or a recreational vehicle. It also said 
■ ‘The owner of the unit may certainly claim that he own’s 
a 'mobile home’ within the meaning of the city’s ordi- 
nance.” 

Marie Maier, the only council member opposed to 
moving the mobile home, said that she preferred it re- 
main were it is for another six months, while another al- 
ternative is sought. She said she fell the location was 
safer under city fire protection than in the impact area.

Court: Land set aside 
doesn’t have own lease

BOISE T Placing farm land inlo a 
federal set-uside program doesn't ere- 
me an independent lease arrangement 
on the land, u divided Idaho Supreme 
Court says. 

The court Tuesday voted 3-2 to 
overturn a Court of Appeals decision 
and reinstate a district court ruling for 
William' and Irene Farwcll in a Cassia 
County ca.«. 

Just bediuse land was placed in 
reserve under the federal 
Conservation Reserve Program /or 10 
years by two partie.s docs not create an 
independent lease on the land, the 
court ruled, in a decision written by 
Justice Linda Copple Trout. 

Violet Schiewc argued that because 
she was party'lo-un-agFeemcnuto-put. 
the farm land into the l^dcral set-aside 
.program for 10 years, that in effect 
gave heron ongoing 10-year lease. 

*• But the Supreme Court ruled the 
.CRR_ogrccmcm_wasa’i.a_scparate_ 
lease and .since Schiewc only hud an 
interest in the land on u renewable, 
year-to-year agreement, the Farwells 
and the owners were justified in ter- 
minating it. 

Court documents describe the case. 

Farwcll used some of his own land 
and farm land leased from two others 
to form a 2.800-acrc tract. ' 

Violet Schiewe and her lute hus- 
band. Arthur, farmed the land under a 
renewable, ycar-io-yeur lea.se with the 
Farwells from 1974 to 1987. In 1987. 
the Farwells put the land in the federal 
seiaside program, with the Schiewe.s 
included in the contract a.s operators. 

^Arthur Schiewc died in July of~ 

1987. 

In 1988, Farwcll asked Mrs. 
Schiewe to sign a five-year lease 


which would have cut her CRP pay- 
ments from S50.000 per year to 
$30,000 per year. 

Stic refused, contending she had a 
right to remain oh the land 10 years 
under the CRP-coniraci. Tlie Supreme 
Court held that despite the CRP con- 
tract. she had no right to the land other 
than that which came from the yearly 
renewable ugrcemcnl. 

■'Although Schiewc may be a party 
to the contract, this contract docs, not 
create a right to remain on the crop- 
land for the contract period where no 
independent right exists," the'eourt 
majority said. 

Trout was joined by Chief Justice 
Charles McDcvitt and Justice Byron 
Johnson. ' 

Pocatello District Judge Peter 
-McDermott, w ho sat on the case, dis- 
sented. joined by Justice Stcpiicn 
Distline.-wlui also wrote a .second dis- 
sent. 

.McDermott said the Farwells 
-guined.un.'Junconscionublc!'. advan^. 
tage over Schiewe. profiting ut least 
$20,000 per year. 

Bistline also used the word "uncon- 
scionable" to describe the Farwells'. 
treatment of an old neighbor, 
"notwithstanding (hut (he friendship 
of Violet Schiewe and. William 
Farwcll extended buck to the time 
when (hey were grade school class- 
mates,” 

Bistline noted that the CRP agree- 
ment stated speciflcalty that it could 
not be revoked or revised unless both 
parties agreed. 

In u footnote, Bistline said he didn't 
know what prompted Farwcll to make 
■such nn"unfnirofferto his'longtime- 
neighbor aHur her husband died unless 
he was "activated by avarice and 
opportunity to increase his net wanh."

"They thought lliesc women were icr- 
rofists," attorney Gary Moellcrsaid. 

Tltomas Qearficld, Utah, formerly of 
Idaho Fails, and her .sister, Susan 
Anderson, 44, Rexburg. took u bag of 
popcorn into the Holiday Theatre that 
w:is purchased elsewhere. 

The manager complained, police 
were called, and officers .said i. turned 
into a biting, screaming and kicking bat- 
tle when they tried to arrest the women. 

Both women were convicted of mis- 
demeanors. Anderson did not appeal 
past the district court level, but Thomas 
did. Tltomas also filed a S900,000'civil 
suit against the owner and former man- 
ager of the theater. ^ 

Chief fudge Jesse Wallers said the 
appeals court will issue a decision later. 
But he asked Moeller why the women 
did not simply leave the theater and tell 
others about how they were treated. 

"The word is going to get out and 
people aren't going to buy tickets at that 
theater," he said. "Isn't that the 
answer?" • 

Moeller said that even if Anderson 
was guilty of a crime by bringing in the 
popcorn, Thomas was an "innocent by- 
sitter" and she didn't deserve the treat- 
ment she received from police.

Dutch ovens offer diners gourmet cuisine

PAUL • From hobo slew to cordon bleu, 
Keith and Denise Barnes cook fabulous 
meals in their black, cu.st-iron Dutch oven 
pots. 

The Barnes enter their best dishes in 
dozens of Dutch oven cooking contests ev- 
ery year. They also cater company picnics, 
weddings and parties for 20 to 200 people. 

“Wc do 0 lot of experimenting when we 
go camping with our family," Keith Barnes- 
said. “Sometimes our kids say. 'When arc 
we going to go camping so wc can cat 
something real good again?’ That’s when 
wc cat the best is when wc go to the moun- 
. tains." 

People arc often amazed at what comes 
out of Dutch ovens, said Barnes, who 
makes braided breads, baked Alaska and an 
elaborate chocolate coconut cheesecake 
topped with marshmallow meringue. 

This 'ycar.'thc Barnes were thrilled to win 
sixth place in the. world championship, 
sponsored by thcdmemational Dutch Oven 
Society in Logan, Utah. For that contest, 
they cooked a turkey stuffed with sau.sage. 
apples and pecans mixed with French, 
white and wheat breads. 

Most major Dutch oven cooking contests 
call for throe dishes, usually a main entree, 
a raised yeast or sourdough bread, and a 
side dish or dessert. All three have to be 
presented to the judges pt the same time, 
Bames-said, 80 timing-is an important fac-.. 
tor. 

“A lot of these cook-olTs arc as much n 
beauty pageant a.s they arc a cooking com- 
petition.” he said.

In 
f^our other bags, one or two colors 
matched the percentages reported. 

The cla.ss learned a lot from the exer- 
cise. Monnen .said. But the most popular 
part of the study happened after the work 
was done. The kids got to cat the candy - 
100 percent of it.

Il's offlciii]; Summer's over and winier’s oti 
the way. 

If you're lucky, you haven’t had any prob- 
lems yet - no leuk.s, cracks, breaks or major 
failures. Your house hasn’t let you know it’s 
timC'to bar the elements, and you still have lime 
to prepare for cold weather on your own sched- 
ule. 

. If you’re lucky and organized, you may have 
last. year's list of things to do' as a guide. A list 
will help you keep track of when the flues were 
Iasi cleaned, or when the fumace was serviced; 
and can help you remember such things as turn- 
ing off the w.nicr to outdoor spigols. Most of us 
aren't quite that organized, however, so hcre’.s a 
new list to work from: 

• Doors. Check weutherstripping and ihre.sh- 
uld strips for wetu* or gaps; replace or repair us, 
r>ccc.ss;ify. Check locks to make sijre^,ey’fe' 

-•properly aligned. An 'out*of-kilicr stnke plate 
can keep a door from .shutting tiglitly. 

• Windows. Install or replace weatherstrip- 

ping. Repair any broken glass. Make sure locks 
work to keep windows shut tightly, insfall 
storm wmOows. • ' 

^Heating equipment. For forced-air systems, 
clean or replace all filters; have equipmem ser- 
viced.' if necessary. Check registers to make 
sure they open and close easily. Vacuum vents 
of cold-air returns to remove lint and debris. 

For boiler systems, vacuum burners to clear 


debris; oil the ‘circuliitor. Add water to the sys- 
tem, and bleed radiators, if necessary. If there 
ore any problems, schedule service now. 

For all systems, clear furniture and other 
items from around vents, registers ondq'udiu- 
tors.' 

• Fireplaces and wood, stoves. Clean flues 
and fireboxes. Inspect for cracks or loose con- 
ncction.s. Line up a chimney sweep, if neces- 
sary. (By the way, don’t store wo<^ on a porch 
or anywhere near the house. Keep it off the 
ground, too, or by spring you could be dealing 
with termites.) 

• Window air-conditioning units. Take out 
removable units' and store them in a dry place. 
If a unit stays put through the winter, puck the 
front with insulation and wrap the back with 
plastic. 

• lasulaiion. If the insulation in your attic or 
crawl space hns-been there for a while, you may 
want 10 suppJemem Jr. Owens-C.c^i.ng..has.a_ 
new product designed to beef up e^tistihg insu- 
lation; ir’.s called Pink Plus, and is a fiberglass 
bull completely wrapped in plastic film, so it's 
easy for.liomeowners to install. (^Ifs more 
expens ive than, u nwrapped fibergliis^as you 
'ifilgHrexpcci, und’It ddesh’i'have a vapor bnrri- 
er.) 

.* Gutters and downspouts. Try to keep up 
with the foiling leaves '- clogged wutcr-removul 
systems cun mean water damage later, especial-, 
ly if waier gets into a foundation or under roof- 
ing mnieriul. It’s especially important to get the 


last leaves of the seo-son. They can trap water, 
that could freeze and cause structural damage. 

• Foundation. Check around the outside of 
the hou.se for low. spots or other problems. Fill 
in lower places and adjust grading so w.'iier will 
run away from the building. Turn off water to 
outside spigots and drain them. 

• Puim and caulk. Now Ls the perfect lime to 
do any cxierior'painiing — it’s no longer too hot, 
and it’s not yet too cold. Caulk first, paying 
particular nitcntion to ureas around doors and 
windows. Winter frcczc-aiid-thuw cycles arc 
hard on all exterior surfaces. 

• Concrete and macadam. Rc.surrucc drive- 
ways and repair any crack-v i»i concrete. Repair 
concrete steps and walks. ■ 

• Roofing. If » flat roof needs recoating, find 
a good day and have it done now; you won't 
get 0 chance later. Check all flashing to make 
sure joints are sealed - don't wail for u leak to .

While you're sealing up ‘the house to keep 
out'Winier drafts, remember houses may be 
healthier if they're allowed to breathe. A too- 
lighi house cun trap qtoisture and pollutants that 
damage interior surfaces and moite htlmbiiunts 
mlseriiblc. It muv be twiter to put up with a lit- 
tle cooler air. If you add insulation, you may 
have to add ventilation us well. 

And training family members to put on a 
sweater and extra socks, rather than turning up 
the liciil, can save a lot money in energy costs.

Smoke, heat detectors provide security, peace of mind

The reason I know this is hecause 
we've alretidy hail two ticcidcntal 
tc^ts. In the tlrsl test, soon alter wc 
moved into our home, my wile liglii- 
ed a fire in our fireplace but didn't 
open the draft. 

Within minutes, smoke from the 
fircpitice had set off the stiioke 
detectors. While an incredibly loud, 
piercing siren sounded, 1 tried to 
look up the new system's .shot-off 
code. Before I could find it. (he peo- 
. pic monitoring the system culled and 
gave me the code so I could shut off 
Uu.-.vystum 

The other time, the smoke came 
from something I'd burned on the 
stove. The detector that sensed my 
culinary accident was on the ceiling 
of the l:iundry/pet room about 15 
feet from the stove. 1 have a heat 


delci'tor in the kitchen, hut the 
Orange County Fire Department 
doesn't recommend installing a 
smoke detector loo near the stove. 
Some silly guy might burn his din- 
ner. 

I have four smoke detectors in my 
home, located in areas where the fire 
department deems ihetn Iwst: 

Laundry room, t 

Garage. 

Downstairs cmr:ince hall. - 

In the hallway at the top of (he 
stairs, 

' The fire department says that a 
system in which all detectors arc 
wired together is best because they 
all will go off if one is triggered. 
Mine was a professionally installed 
system: 

If you rent or don't want to p.ay to 
have such a system installed, use 
battery-powered smoke detectors. 
Here arc the best locations for most 
homes, according to the fire depart- 
ment: 

Sleeping areas need (he most pro- 
tection. One detector in a short hull- 
way outside bedrooms-is usually 
adequate. 


Hallways longer than .TO I'l 
should have one :it each end. 

In the living'arctis. such as the 
family or living rooms, keep (he 
detector away from u fireplace or 
wood stove to avoid false alarms. 

Place detectors at the top of each 
siairwclI.'Smoke rises easily through 
stairwells, 

In (he kitchen or dining areas, 
keep smoke .d.eicctors from cooking 
fumes or smoking areas. 

Here's how to install detectors, 
according to (he fire department. 

Place each detector at least four 
inches from' the dead space near 
walls and comers. 

While smoke detectors arc best 
placed on (he ceiling, if you have to 
place them on a wall, make sure 
they're 4-12 inches below the ceil- 
ing and away from corners. Keep 
them high because smoke rises. 

Don't place detectors fewer than 
three inches from air registers. Tliis 
could keep smoke from reaching a 
detector. 

Don’t place detectors on uninsu- 
lated exterior walls or ceilings. 
Temperature extremes can affect 


hatierios. and temperature differ- 
ences might keep smoke from reach- 
ing (he detector. 

After determining which area's 
.should gel .smoke detectors’, it’s time 
to decide which type of detector you 
want. Tlicy come in two types: ion- 
ization and photoelectric. 

An ionization detector contains a 
safe amount of radioactive material 
that ionizes the air around it. When 
smoke penetrates that ionized air. it 
changes the flow of an electrical 
current and sets off the detector’s 
alarm, it’s best for sensing flaming 
fires such as those caused hy burn- 
ing paper or drapes. 

A plibioelectric deiei,ior contains 
a light source (such us a photocell). 
Light from the source reflects off 
any smoke particles nearby and is 
directed toward the pliotocell. which' 
triggers an alarm. It's most effective 
for sensing smoldering fires such as 
those caused by a burning cigarette 
in a sofa or a smoldering rug.

DEAR EVELYN: You have nice- 
ly eliminated some of the more 
obvious problems: bad bulbs, bulbs 
eaten by grubs and foliage uiiacked 
liy ihrips. Nematodes are often (he 
cause of stunting and discoloraiiun 
or a decline in vigor, but they’re out 
because you suy .there arc no knots 
or galls on the root.s. 

Your problem is a difficult one to 
diagnose. The symptoms you 
describe fit those of a virus that 
attacks glads and tulips. This virus is 
sjiread by insects and the gardener 
himself. 

'Iliis virus, will. show. up .when the 
blossoms break and arc streaked 
with white or cream. The. plants 
themselves are stunted with a_geiier- 
al yellowing of the foliage. 

Sucking insects, such as our friend 
the aphid, arc usually guilty for 


Before you plant this year, sturil- 
ize the soil with u bleach solution. 
Pul one part bleacii and ten part.s 
water in a Iniekei and dump the solu- 
tion till over, the soil. This is culled u 
drench. 

Learn to carry a bucket of the 
same solution with you us you. go 
airout your garden chores. After 
eucii cot. dip your pruners into tlic 
solution and wipe dry. Bleach is 
lough on tools and the tools need to 
' be oiled to prevent rust afterward. A 
bottle of rubbing alcohol and u rag is 
nicer to the tools, but costlier. 

Since the disease is spread by 
insects, you might want to keep u 
watchful eye out for Mr. Aphid and 
his ilk. Until you have (he virus 
under control, your tolerance for 
these garden pe.s(s should be zero. 
Good luck, .and please let me know 
how next year's crop grows.

Q. We want to winterize our 
house while we are away for several 
months. How do we go about such 
things as shutting off the water? 
Should the house be heated while 
we ore away? 

A. There arc two basic approaches 
- a complete or punial closing of the 
house. 

In a complete closing, the heating 
•system is turned off and the water is 
drained from all plumbing, including 
faucets, toilct.s. water heater and 
appliances such as dishwashers and 
clothes washers. If the house has 
hot-water heat, the radiators and 
- boiler should also Ik drained, and if 
there is a well, the pump and storage 
tank must be drained. Appliances 
such us refrigerators and freezers 
should be unplugged and emptied of 
perishables. 

Since draining plumbing can be 
complicated, it should be done by a 
plumber - at least the first time 
around.. Homeowners who expect to 
niak'e'rcgulur winter closings can 
watch what the plumber does unci 
take notes, and drain the plumbing 
themselves the next time. 

One of the trickiest aspects of 
draining plumbing is protecting the 
traps in the drain pipes under' sinks, 
toilets and simiior fixtures. Tlte traps 
must contain some liquid to preveni 



sewer gas from entering the house. 
Tile usual ircaimcnt is to pour a mix- 
ture of equal puns of water and auto- 
motive antifreeze into all traps and 
toilet bowls. 

Some homeowners worry that 
leaving a houw unheated will cause 
damage to walls, furniture and other 
parts of the house. There is some 
controversy about this, but most 
experts say ilicrc'should be little or 
no damage to u hou.se left unheated 
for several months. 

In a partial closing, the house is 
ohecked-frequen LLv_hy a friend, I 
neighbor or hired hoiisc sitter. -The ' 
heat is normally Icfi on with a ther- 
mostat setting of about 55 degrees 
and the plumbing is not drained. 
Appliances such us freezers and 
refrigerators can be left operating, as 
long as they are checked regularly 
by the house sitter to make sure they 
are working properly. 

However, water healers should be 
turned off during any extended 
absence and should be drained if 
freezing is possible.

1 should have dune it. but 
it’s hard to sec alcoholism as life- 
threatening as cunecr." She pau.scs. 
"The phrase ‘Knock some .sense 
into the woman' comes Co mind." 

To begin with, she has slushed 
the fat in her diet to u barc-boncs 
minimum — a real accomplishment 
given her Texas upbringing, 
“where the three basic food groups 
are barbecue. Mexican and chick- 
cn-fried steak." Grilling and steam- 
ing are now her cooking methods 
of choice, whether al home or eat- 
ing out. 

She also is "heavily into cancer- 
preventing foods." particularly 
frujls and vegetables high in vita- 
min A, as well as such grains as 
bulgur wheat and ,cou.scous.

Preparation can make an inspired pumpkin design

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. - The 
Great Pumpkin has great posslbilitle.s. 

Considering that the first Juck*o’*luniemS 
were turnips, bccLs und.potaioe.s curved into 
candle-holders by the English and Irish to 
light the way on Hulloween, if seems u 
shame lo use the relatively huge canvas on u 
pumpkin to carve out the same old triangular 
eyes, nose and jagged grin each year. Even if 
you have no artistic talent, ihcrbqtre tools, 
techniques and even patterns fbf making 
your jack-o’-lantcm a work of art. 

KiLs are available. 


Some carvers use keyhole saws to cut 
intricate patterns, and vegetable parers to 
remove pumpkin skin for a glowing, tex- 
tured effect. Avoid long, flexible knife 
blades, which arc dangerous if they buckle. 


Pick u .smooth, unbruised, evenly colored 
pumpkin with a fiat boitont. A softer pump- 
kin is easier for children to curve, although it 
, won't lust flx'lorig'as u harder pumpkin. 

Plan your design on paper. If you're creat- 
ing a face, add eyebrows, and wrinkles 
around the eyc.s, and the corners uf the 
mouth. 

Consider other Halloween themes: bats, 
cals and spider.s, for example. Or let your 
pumpkin .say "Boo!" 

Tape youc design unto Ihe pumpkin, and 
use u curving poker or knife tip to score 
along the de.sign, through the paper and the 
pumpkin's outer skin. 

With u pen, make a lid marking. Cut the 
lid using a sturdy paring, knife (this should 
be done by an adult). Angle the blade in 
toward .the pumpkin’s center as you cut. If 
you cut straight down.ithe lid will fall into 


the pumpkin when you try to replace it. You 
also cun cut an irregular shape, like a zigzag 
along one side, to maku ii easy to replace the 
lid. 

Sprinkle Ihe underside of Ihe lid with nut- 
meg and cinnamon, and rub it into the lid. 
The heat from your candle will create a 
pleasant pumpkin-pie smell. 

Scoop out Ihe pulp and seeds with a large 
spoon. If using a pumpkin-curving kit. scoop 
until Ihe pumpkin shell is only I inch thick. 

Fumpkfn-kii saw blades break easily if 
handled improperly. First, twist the kit's drill 
through tile pumpkin sliell at design starting 
points. Then, holding^lhe pumpkin in your 
lap and holding the saw like a pencil, insert 
the saw in the drill. hole at a 90-dcgrec angle 
.and begin .sawing with a gentle up-and-down 
motion. 

Take your time - quick movements can 


lead to cuts and broken blades. 

Non-kit users cun u.se a real drill to create 
.holes for .starting each design element. 
Drilling eliminutcK one of the biggest injury 
risks in jack-o’-luniem carving: It’s easy lO' 
slip when stubbing a tough pumpkin shell 
with a knife. 

Saw intricate parts - a detailed eye or a 
spider’s web - in small suciions. to minimize 
chances of u whole area collapsing. Pu.sh.cut 
pans out with your fingers, not with a knife 
or saw blade. 

Cut tooth notches on the inside of the 
pumpkin shell to create un iniurcsling effect 
when lit. 

When you’re done, cover the cut edges of 
your jack-o’-Iantcm with petroleum Jelly to 
prolong freshness. A shriveled pumpkin can 
be revived by soaking in water for a couple 
of hours.

Sensible diet, exercise can pare off excess pounds

Cathy and I have each lost six 
pounds this summer, eating 1.800 
calories a day. 

About a year ago, I hud a discussion 
with group of knowledgeable, fbr- 
ward-thinking dietitians abcjut mid- 
life weight gain. 

Is it inevitable, wc wondered, to 
gain weight: if so. how much is 
"hca!tfiy'7 

This problem was of purliciilar 
interest to me. since I was beginning 
to slide into more of a pear shape chan 
I appreciated, and I was encountering 
other mid-life women having the 
some problem. 

I hud thought about dieting, but 
rejected the. idea, bccau.se I huic being 
hungry. 

Besides. I’m all too familiar with 
our growing awareness with diets that 
Just don’t wor'k; 


In general. I cut well, and 1 do 30 lo 
45 minutes a day of varied activities, 
about four or five days a week, so I 
thought maybe I had to accept the 
inevitable. ^ 

While pondering this dilemma. I 
remembered the advice of David 
Williamson, Ph.D.. of Ihc Centers for 
Di.scasc Control in Atlanta. 

Da.sed on research, he believes that 
if each person would gradually work 
up to exercising 45 to 60 minutes each 
day. ait lots of grains, fruil-s and veg- 
etables, and reduce dietary fat. each 
would achieve his or her own best 
weight. : 

When nfy daughter Cathy returned 
from college in mid-May. wc decided 
to launch our own program based on 
Wiltiunison's idea. 

Tlicsc were our guidelines: 

• Eat 1.800 calorics a day. 

• Limit fat to 20 percent of calories 
(40 gnims per day). 


• Keep a noielwok, 

• Exercise 45 Co 60 minuies. five or 
six days a week. 

• Weigh once a week. 

Wc used the Fotnl Guide Pyramid. 
Most days wc had six lo nine grain 
foods, two lo four fniils. three or more 
vcgelabics and two or three dairy 
foods. We limited meat, poultry and 
fish to 4 or 5 ounces a day. and often 
substiluicd a vegetarian entree. 

We aimed at 500 calorics for break- 
fast. lunch and dinner.' sviih 3(X) calo- 
rics worth of snacks when we tieedal 
them most. 

Occasionally, we went over l.HOO 
calories. A few times wc had only 


1.5(H) calories. 

There's nothing we absolutely g;ive 
up. Wa’ve had filet mignon. chocolate 
mousse, pizza and even a scoop or 
two of ice cream, 

But Ihe acid lest of a successful

“I kind of agree with the direction it’s 
going,” fbotball coach John L. Smith said. 
“’’But again, were out^thcrc running 
interference for some of the other people. 

“I l ikti the quality of students wc’rc 
getting, but again I think this: There ore a 
lot of kids coming in out of high school 
with 2.5s, and maybe not that high, who arc 
very capable of gctting.through college ond 
we’re closing the door on them," Smith 
said. 

The university has increased the 
minimum high-school grade-point average 
for freshmen enrolling next foil from-2.5 to ' 
.3.0 on a scale of 4. The new minimum will

moke admission to Idaho the mo5t difficult 
of the eight Big Sky Conference 
universities.

Exceptions can be made for students with 
oiower average, provided they test high 
enough on cither the ACT or SAT college 
admissions exams. In addition, there is a 
special admissions committee which can 
grant exemptions in hardship cases. 

Boise State University is making only 
slight changes in its admission standards 


next year. In addition to the 2.0 average it 
has been requiring, Boise State will also 
.-require minimum scores on college 
entrance tests — 17 on the ACT or 700 on 
the SAT. 

"Our main concern, of course, us always 
is that if all the institutions in the state raise 
their admission standards, the big question 
is where do many of our students go who 
don’t meet the standards?” Boise State 
Dean of Admissions Steve SpofTord said. 

Idaho’s student offoirs vice president, 
Hal Godwin, acknowledged u concern 


about the impuct'Of the higher stand his 
school has adopted, particularly on 
athletics, 

"But the fuel is, there nre many cxamplc.s 
of institutions who have stilTcr 
requirements who are successful 
athletically." he said. 

He said Idaho coaches have been 
■rccruiring'for'scvcrol yenrs w-ith academic 
success in mind, and he pointed to the fact 
that under I percent of llie school’s special 
admission .students are athletes, 

Smith said his stuff has been selective in 
recruiting and has been relatively 
successful. But he knows more than one 
athlete will slip away to another Big Sky 
school. 

“It hurts us," Smith said: "They’ll go 
someplace else and play against us. ... Now 
wc’rc moving up another step and it makes 
it even touglier."

ATLANTA (AP) — People who 
drive or dispatch taxicabs were most 
at risk for being murdered on the job 
during the 1980s. federal safety offi- 
cials reported Monday. 

The National Institute . fur 
Occupational Safety and Health said 
7,60.1 people were murdered on the 
job in the United Stales from 1980 
through 1989 — an average of nearly 
I.S people a week. 

Homicide was the leading cau.se of 
workplace death for women and the 
third leading cau.se of un-lhe-job 
' deaths for all worlfcrs, the agency' 
reported. 

Motor vehicle accidents were the 
lop cause of death in the workplace 
and machine-related accidents were. 

• •• scenndr- - -- - ^ 

Taxicab^ and taxi dispatch offices 
lopped the li.st for most dangerous 
workplace with 26.9 of every 1(X),(X)() 
workers murdered during the decade 
— almost 40 limes the nuliunul on- 
the-job rale of 0.7 per 1(X),()(X) work- 
ers. 

Cab drivers and cliuuffcurs'wcrc 
li.sied as the riskiest jobs, with a rate 
oflS.I dcailfe per lOO.iXH). 

Ttiis year in New York City, where 
about 50.000 cabs cruise the streets, 
12 cahbt^ have been murdered on the 
job. 

“Tliis Is the most dangerous job in 
the city and no one besides the drivers 
seems to care." said Kenny Arthur,

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Are 37 million Americans really in poverty? 
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NEW YORK — The Census 
Bureau says 16.9 million 
Americans, or 14.5 percent of the 
population, lived in poverty last 
year, a claim that raises questions 
about the methodology involved. 

Is the number really that high? 

Or should the Census Bureau's 
definition include, as it docs not, 
the tens of billion of dollar.s' in 
non-cash payments lo the poor, 
including food stamps, housing 
subsidies and medical care? 

Add in such transfer payments, 
as they arc caficd, and according to 
one economics professor, the num- 
ber living in poverty drops by 
many millions of people and by 
several percentage points. 

In 1991, for example, the official 
number in poverty was listed at ' 
' 35.7 million and the percentage at 
14.2 percent. Include those non- 
cash payments and the number 
drops to 24.9 million and the per- 
centage to 9.9 percent. 

. In 1990. such transfers totaled 
$123 billion. In 1965, the amount 
in comparable dollars was $6 bil-

lion. In 1965, noncash benefits 
accounted for 17 percent of total 
transfers to the poor. By 1990, the 
percentage was 70. 

Failing to count them in the 
poverty rale, says professor June 
O'Neill, means "we fail lo credit 
the substantial efforts the nation 
has been making to irhprovc the 
standard of living of the poor." 

O'Neill, professor of economics 
and director of the Center for the 
Study of Business and Covernmcni 
at Baruch College in New YoriC 
tcxprc.sscd her criticisms before the 
House Subcommittee on Human 
Resources last year, but with little 
impact. 

Her analysis, which she stands 
by today, also contends that the 
government’s cost of living index 
is jjtuliy. She says it inaccurately 
rqlscd the 1991 poverty rate by un 


additional 1.5 pcrccnlage points. 

The error originated, she says, in 
bad historical estimates of fhe 
index. The error produced a rise in 
the index 8.5 percent faster than 
true inflation in 1967-1983. before, 
the compulation method was cor- 
rected, she says. 

Because of the flaw, she says, 
the official poverty threshold "still 
continues to be indexed by-thc 
flawed measure." 

The professor agrees that pover- 
' ly has indeed and regrctlabJj^ risen 
in the 1990s, but she attributes that 
lb recession. She maintains that, 
viewed over a longer period of 
time, poverty has declined rather 
than risen. 

"The real trend in poverty has 
been obscured by the official sta- 
tistics which falsely indicate that ■ 
the poverty rate in 1991 was no 
lower than it was in 1967," she 
told the .House subcommittee in 
1992. 

"The corrected numbers," she 
cunitnucd, “reveal that poverty, 
even in the rccc.sston year oF 1991. 


is subsianlially below the level of 
1967, a peak year." 

Statistical distortion or not. why 
should 10 percent poverty exist in 
:i nation with such a high priority 
' un reducing it? 

Part of the reason, she says, is 
tied to a decline in wage rates fur 
young male workers with jow lev- 
els of schooling. She also mentions 
a large influx of non-English 
speaking immigrants whose earn- 
ings are temporarily very low. 

A third explanation, according to 
O'Neill, lies in the persistence of 
“the subgroup of the population 
referred lo as the underclass and 
the role of welfare in perpetuating 
the problem." 

But to O’Neill, it is hard to 
explain why noncash payments 
aren't included. Without them, she 
seems to suggest, we measure 
poverty-level earned income but 
not poverty level existence.

Northwest said round-trip Cares 


between Boston and Chicago would 
be $238, a 31 percent discount, for 
tickets purchos^ by Friday. One of 
the largest discounts announced 
Saturday, 39 percent, is on round- 
trip flights between Los Angeles 
and Seattle, which will cost $218. 

As usual with discounts aimed at 
Ieisui8 travelers, the tickets ore non- 
refundablc, must be bou^t at least 
' 14 davs in advance and require a 
Saturoay night slay. ‘ 

Other airlines, including 
American, United, Delta and 
Continental, said they would spread 
the fare cuL<i to virtuuly their entire 
domestic route netwotte. United’s 
discounts on routes where it doesn’t 
compete With Northwest are 
between 23 percent and 33 percent, 
spokesman Joe Hopkins said. ^ 

Separately, many' pmines 
matched an increase on selected 
fares by United Airlines. The 
increase raises round-trip.Tares 
about $20 on trips of more than 
1,(XX) miles and won’t txdce effect 
on 14-day advance purchase tickets 
until next weekend. 


Commission denies toU-fiiee area 


BOISE (AP) — The Idaho Public 
Iltllities Co mmi.ssio n has rejected a 
request from Latah County residents 
for toll-free, extended area telephone- 
service between Moscow and Troy. 

Last year, the PUC received hun-, 
dreds of petitions from local residents 
asking for toll-free service between the 
communities. 

In an order Monday, the request was 
turned down. “When compared with 
the large annual revenue loss to Troy 
Telephone that would result from 
implementation of extended area ser- 
vice, it is questionable whether a 


m.ijorily of ai.slomers would receive a 
benefit from extended area service.” 
' the commission said. 

The commission said the average 
Troy cu.slomc^ makes 28 in-.staie long 
distance telephone calls. But 75 per- 
cent of Troy customers pay less than 
5 1 6 per month in toll charges and near- 
ly half pay less than $6.85. 

Troy residents have toll-free tele- 
phone access to many services that 
other communities iLs size do not have, 
the commission said, including 
schools, police and fire departments, 
medical clinic, and ambulance service.

off: 

In Bogota and many other cities 
around tl)c world, businesses fre- 
quently use variaiions ufU.S. brands 
or duplicate them letter for letter. 

' IrTthe sleek shopping districts of 
Bogota’s wealthy northern section, 
there are Benny’s ice cream parlors 
— looking ju.st like Ben & Jerry’s of 
Waicrbury, Vt. 

Benny’s has the same jcliering 
and dairy cow motif us Ben & 
Jcrry’.s and sells Cherry Garcia, a 
lop Ben & Jerry’s brand, .But instead 
of rich cherry ice cream and chunks 
of chocolate and cherries, Benny’s 
version is a bland mix of artificial- 
tasting ice cream and candied cher- 
ries. 

In Bogota’s Zona Rosa, a casino, 
bar and restaurant district, 
Colombians wearing pre-fnded jeans 
and tennis shoes crowd into 
Friday’s, which .serves burgers, beer 
.und.Djhcr farejmder a red-and-white 
awning. Except fur the chatter iri 
Spanish, the scene could be a TGI 
Friday's in New York or 
Washiimion. • ' 

Con’S^tlers don't .seem to care that 
they’re not buying or patronizing the 
real thing. 

Advertisiiig is helping lo create a 
homogcoeous and bland consumer 
society — one which encourages 
people to seek status symbols at the 
expense of quality, a Colombian 
.sociologist says. 


"Many pcdplc^in't afford Nike 
sneakers, for example, " said Myriam 
Henao of the Universidad del Valle 
in Bogota. "So companies make 
copies and sell ihem cheaper — and 
acquiring that label becomc.s more 
important than having the quality of 
the genuine item, or of another 
item." 

Joseph Fibnritt'executive director 
of the Colombiim-American 
Chamber of Commerce, has little 
respect for brand-name pirates. 

"Somebody took the time, 
designed u logo, pul it on the market 
and spent years building the epmpa- 
ny’t< prestige, iind for someone to 
com6 along ami copy it ..." Finnin 
said, slinking his head. 

None of the owners of counterfeit 
businesses contacted in Bogota was 
willing to .speak on the record. One, 
however, defended his action, say- 
ing that taking the name of another 
firm was a form of tribute to that 
compiiny. 

Jerry ' Greenfield, one of the 
founders of Ben & Jerry's, laughed 
when a rcpurlcr told him there was a 
copycat chain here, saying he’d be 
surprised if the Cherry Garcia refer- 
ence — a play on the hamc of rock 
singer Jerry Garcia — - would be 
understood in Colombia. 

Out Greenfield said he would 
rather do without the honor of being 
copied. 

After building Ben & Jerry's into 
un international firm with outlets in 
Russia and Israel over a period of 15 
years, “Our name, our concept and 
our brand arc that much more 
important to u.s,” Greenfield said in 
a telephone interview. 

Unlik^ counterfeiters who sell 
cheap copies of Rolex watches and 
Chanel .scarves on street' corners in 
various cities, the owners of bogus 
U.S. eateries can’t run when the 
authorities come. ••
